Mrs. Brunius suffered first de- 
gree and second degree burns on 
the right hand, the right side of her 
neck and face. Persuaded by friends 
to seek medical treatment after the 
fire, her doctor reported her in- 
juries painful and severe but not 
critical. 


Mt. Danaher station of the state 
Division of Forestry reports the 
alarm of fire was received by them 
at 4:10 o’clock Sunday morning 
from a telephone operator after Mrs. 
Brunius had sought to place the 
call and had, apparently, been driv- 
en from the telephone by the 
flames. 


A fire truck responded immedi- 
ately and was able to confine the 
blaze to the home and the adjoin- 
ing apartment and laundry build- 
ing, preventing its spread to the 
barn and to a packing shed. 

It was reported that the family, 
Mr. and Mrs. Brunius and their 
two children, were all asleep at 
the time that the fire broke out 
and that they are at a loss to ex- 
plain the origin of the blaze, since 
it had been a period of days since 
there had been a fire in any stove 
in the home. 

Mrs. Brunius suffered the most 
severe burn on her hand when she 
grasped a door knob on the laun- 
dry and apartment building to at- 
tempt to free the family’s pet dog, 
which was confined in the building. 
The dog died in the fire.

Proposed Draft Of A 
Bill Granting Power 
Submitted In Letter 


WASHINGTON, (lP) — President 
Roosevelt today formally asked 
congress for authority to call out the 
National Guard for extended train- 


ing under federal orders as a sea 


of building up an army of “sea- 
soned and trained” soldiers. 

In a letter read to the senate, 
Mr. Roosevelt requested legislation 
to give him that authority and sub- 


| mitted a proposed draft of a bill. 


Several weeks ago the President 
said that he wanted to mobilize sec- 
tions of the National Guard imme- 
diately for intensive training and! 
explained that congressional auth- 
orization would be necessary. 

At the present he can call out 
the National Guard only for a lim- 
ited two weeks training service in 
peace time. Even then, the militia- 
men are under disciplinary author- 
ity of the governors of the various 
states. 
National Guard comes under full 
federal authority only if the na- 
tion is engaged in war,

FRIANT (W)—Friant Dam, south- 
ern keystone of the vast California 
Central Valley water project, today 
was ready for the pouring of the 
first bucket of concrete this after- 
noon. 

Official ceremonies were arrang- 
ed for the laying of the first con- 
crete dam. 

The Central Valley Project As- 
sociation and the Fresno County 
Chamber of Commerce sponsored 
the public ceremony at the south 
dam abutment on the Fresno coun- 
ty side of the San Joaquin river. 

Friant dam will be 320 feet high 
and about 2,200,000 cubic yards of 
conrrete. It will be exceeded in size 
only by Grand Coulee, Shasta and 
Boulder dams in that order. 

Friant dam’s “big brother,” the 
Shasta dam at the northern end of 
the central valleys, got its first con- 
crete July 8. Shasta dam will be 
560 feet high, and diversion of the 
Sacramento river to permit pour- 
ing the center blocks is expected to 
take place some time in August.

Statement today said that 12 Brit- 
ons—including a newspaperman 
officially said to have committed 
suicide—had been arrested on 
charges of participation in British 
espionage “covering the entire 
country.” 


The death of Melville Jones Cox, | |

Nazis Increase 


Air Attacks

tom, although some of these reports 
were from submarines which meant 
that the losses might have been in- 
flicted over a number of days. 

As a result, it was impossible to 
estimate even on the basis of Ger- 
man claims (which are largely de- 
nied in London) the rate of sink- 
ings. In Berlin, however, it was as- 
serted that the British shipping 
losses were greater than the 800,- 
000 tons lost in a month at the peak 
of world war U-boat raids and that 
the British were facing a shortage 
of foodood. 

The Nazi emphasis on British 
shipping losses and the increased in- 
tensity of aerial attack on the Brit- 
ish Isles left unanswered the ques- 
tion of whether Hitler would at- 
tempt the threatened invasion of 
Britain 

At Vichy, capital of defeated 
France, it was disclosed that all 
railroad traffic into and through 
certain sections of German occu- 
pied territory had been halted or 
was closely controlled, Such mea- 
sures were viewed in some sources 
as meaning that the climatic at- 
tack on Britain was at hand. 

In Rome, Fascist press statements 
that the blitzkrieg against Britain 
had been underway for four days 
indicated that the axis powers may 
be planning the gradual increase 
of aerial warfare in an attempt to 
destroy British resistance without 
an actual invasion. 

Britain also faced new dangers 
far from home. At Gibraltar, a ter- 
rific explosion killed three persons 
and injured many others, accord- 
ing to dispatches from Spain.
